Acreage allotments 
have not controlled production 
effectively in recent years, as 
per acre yields have in¬ 
creased shin-ply. Average 
yields rose from about 1600 
pounds per acre in 1960 to 
; nearly 2600 pounds in 1970.

Eligible To Vote 

Any person who participated 
in producing a hurley crop last 
year, man or woman over 18 
years of age, is eligible to vote 
in the referendum. This in¬ 
cludes owners of allotments, 
tenants, or share croppers 
Also provision is made for m- 
capicated persons to vote by 
absentee ballots. Application 
for absentee ballots should be 
made to an ASCS community 
committeeman or to the ASCS 
county office.

However, no iyield 
can exceed 3500 pounds p*r 
acre. If the farm did not pro¬ 
duce Burley tobacco in all 5 
years, the farm yield is the 
average of the yields when it 
wa's grown.

Repr-sentatives Carl D. Per¬ 
kin's, D-Ky., has called on 
Congress to appropriate $1,360,-

for the Cave Run Reservoir 
in the Bat h-Ro wall-Memfee- 

Morgan County area. 

Some $966,000 is for facili¬ 
ties such as water and sewer 
lines, boat Launching ramps and 
beaches Jhat must be installed 
before the reservoir begins to 
fill late next year. The remain¬ 
der is for construction of KY 
1018 and KY 1019, access roads 
to the recreation sites on the 
i eservoir. 

The Administration had 
sought only $102,000 for the 
development, despite the fact 
that the $966,000 worth of faci¬ 
lities were listed as non-de- 
ferrable. 

‘‘These are facilities that can¬ 
not be properly postponed 
and installed at some later 
dsf'. They must «ther be 
built in the coming months, 
or the job will have been ir¬ 
retrievably botched,” Perkins 
told a House appropriations 
subcommittee. 

The Kentucky Congressman 
recalled that the Administra¬ 
tion had taken the same atti¬ 
tude toward the lcng-planned 
Cave Run recreation project 
last year. It recommended 
$100,000 for it in the current 
fiscal year.

not been proven). 

So, w'ith Congress and the nation in the 
mood it is in regarding tobacco, burley grow¬ 
ers in the eight burley states don’t know how 
lucky they are in getting the chance to vote 
on a new’ program that will keep allotments 
and price supports.

Records of past production are complete 
for each farm, and each marketing card has 
the exact pounds on it, so there is less chance 
of someone getting a faver. 

Burley growers should feel priveleged to 
get the May 4th chance to continue an allot¬ 
ment and price support program.

MORGAN A HOT SPOT — 
Morgan County’s fossil fuels 
— coal, oil and gas — are 
making the county a “hot spot”, 
as prospectors and developers 
phrase the situation. The in¬ 
creasing need for fossil fuels 
arid the resultant high prices 
make them more feveroushly 
ought after right now that 
any prospector ever evinced 
in hunting Swift’s Silver Mine 
in the rock canyons along 
Swift’s Creek and Red River. 
Monitor Petroleum Corp’s two

MORGAN COUNTY HISTORY— 
At last, Morgan County is about 
to get a published history. It will 
be known as EARLY MORGAN 
COUNTY and will contain a- 
bout 300 pages. Arthur John¬ 
son, Morgan county native and 
long a history teacher in local 
schools, is the author. He said 
this week he has almost com¬ 
pleted the manuscript, and will 
get it to the printers in a few 
weeks. Mr. Johnson has been 
gathering material and writing 
on the history for several years. 
Students have helped collect a 
lot of the family records that 
will be contained in the vol¬ 
ume. Mr. Johnson was born on 
Cow Branch. He has taught in 
several schools in the county, 
and is well grounded in Morgan 
county history. He says the vol¬ 
ume will cover the period from 
the time the first settlers came 
into the region (about 1880) un¬ 
til 1948. It will have a general 
history of the county, also brief 
histories of each community, 
the first families to settle in 
the various communities, and 
family histories; also a chapter 
on Morgan county’s part in the 
Civil War, its religion, folklore, 
and even early witchcraft. More 
about the book later, as we 
predict it will be much in de¬ 
mand.

COAL-HAULING RAILROADS— 
Biggest coal-hauling railroads 
of the nation are the Chesa¬ 
peake & Ohio, B. & O., the Nor¬ 
folk & Western and the Louis¬ 
ville & Nashville — and they’re 
all doing pretty well, and their 
stock is rising almost daily on 
the Big Board.

SIERRA CLUBS 
TO ASK BAN ON 
STRIP MINING 


Member of the Sierra Club 
in Kentucky and Tennessee 
have agreed to ask their nat¬ 
ional board of directors to 
campaign for a total federal 
Lan on the strip-miring of 
coal. 

Carroll Tichenor, chairman 
1 of the club’s Cumberland chap¬ 
ter. said that the proposed ban 
already has been approved by 
the ciub’s 12 state Mid-west 
region. 

Ltichenor contended that 
strip-mining is destroying some 
of the most productive Land 
in the Midwest and will pro¬ 
duce ‘‘a desert which cannot 
be tolerated.” 

He said the land will be 
needed to produc” food and 
wood products for tire nation’s 
growing population, and that 
scenic areas such as Eastern 
Kentucky will be needed as 
“an asylum for people wish¬ 
ing to escape crowded citites.” 

“We need some tree to sit 
uitder to reason a little,” 
Tichenor said. 

He pointed out that the 
Sierra Club has never been 
asked to work for federal 
legislation outlawing an entire 
industry. In the past, the club’s 
conservation efforts have been 
limited to individual issues, 
such as apposing the super¬ 
sonic 'transport or the trans- 
Alaskan pipeline. 

Strip-mined coal is used 
largely for the production of 
electrical power, and Tichenor 
said he will ask the club to 
sponsor a study t° determine 
whether the use of deep- min¬ 
ed coal is a practical substi¬ 
tute during the transition to 
some other energy source. 

The next few years are criti¬ 
cal in making the change, 
Tichenor continued, “Unless s 
ban against strip-mining is 
enacted soon by Congress, th<’ 
nation will become almost 
totally dependent on the in¬ 
dustry as a source of energy.” 

Tichenor said he will pre¬ 
sent the Cumberland chapter's 
position at the club's annual 
meeting in San Francisco May 
1-2.

Price supports on the 1971 
crop of hurley tobacco will av¬ 
erage $71.50 a hundred pounds, 
a gain of S2.90 over the average 
level of supports on the 1969 
crop. 

The Burley Tobacco Growers 
Cooperatvie Association, which 
administers the price support 
program in Kentucky. Ohio. In 
diana, West Virginia and Mis- 
| souri, said the increase reflects 
an uptrend in the parity index, J 
the system used to relate sup- i 
ports to the costs of the things j 
which farmers must buy. 

The application of price sup- | 
ports to the 1971 crop depends, 
however, on whether growers 
voting in the May 4 referendum 
accept marketing quotas and 
supports by more than 66 2/3 
per cent. 

About nine per cent, or more 
than 47 million pounds of bur- 
ley, was taken under price sup¬ 
ports from the 1970 crop. 

The increase in support pric¬ 
es for 1971 means gains in the | 
various grade catagories, prices, 
for which will be set later. 

For the 43,176,556 pounds 
1 taken by the Burley Co-Op in j

dies the program, an average j 
of $72.57 was paid, reflecting a 
volume of higher-priced grades 
taken under supports.

Senator John Sherman Coop¬ 
er (R-Ky.) last week urged bur¬ 
ley growers to keep their price 
support program, and to vote 
for it in the referendum on May 
4, as they have done every 
three years in the past. Speak¬ 
ing at Berea—which he said he 
chose as convenient to as many 
burley growers as possible from 
all areas — Cooper said the 
price support program “is clear¬ 
ly in the best interest of all 
burley growers — large and 
small”, and that the poundage 
program "will be a better pro¬ 
gram than acreage, and fair 
to all. Whatever their present 
acreage and wherever they are 
located.” 

Senator Cooper emphasized 
that the referendum is not to 
choose between the acreage al 
lotments used in the past and 
poundage controls, “the Con-1 
gress has passed the burley 
poundage bill and the Presi¬ 
dent has signed it. Acreage con¬ 
trols for burley tobacco have 
been ended. Poundage will be 
the method of control in the 
future, if two-thirds of those 
voting approve. If so, you will 
have the 90 percent price sup¬ 
port program for burley tobac¬ 
co, and it will be an effective 
program. 

“But unless two-thirds of 
the hurley growers in all the 
States vote for the program.” 
Cooper said, “there will be no 
price support — and there will 
be unlimited production of 
burley tobacco, which would 
drive down prices. I belive that 
would be a disaster for burley 
growers in Kentucky. 

The Kentucky Senator point¬ 
ed out that the new program 
includes safeguards and advan¬ 
tages to growers not available 
under the old acreage program, 
or under the acreage-poundage 
plan proposed several years 
ago. For example, the law guar¬ 
antees that no farm quota can 
be reduced more than 5 per¬ 
cent in any year. 

Senator Cooper said that he 
was especially glad that the 
poundage program includes a 
special small farm provision. 
Growers now having one-half 
acre or less could be reduced 
only halt of whatever reduc 
tion may be ordered in 1972 
and 1973 — that is, not more 
than 2’_- percent. After 1973. 
Cooper indicated that further 
reductions may not be needed 
and cited USDA figures pre¬ 
dicting that total income from 
the rroj- could be expected to 
increase. 

Senator Cooper, who intro¬ 
duced and sponsored the hill 
in the Senate, said that the 
poundage plan as finally adopt¬ 
ed was supported by all Mem 
bers of Congress in both Houses 
representing burley districts, lie 
explained how the acreage con¬ 
trol program got into difficul¬ 
ty — through increasing yields 
per acre and a recent decline 
in the use of burley tobacco. In 
presenting the advantages of th<< 
poundage plan, he called at¬ 
tention also to its crop insur¬ 
ance and leasing features. 

Each farmer has now receiv 
ed his poundage quota. Senator 
Cooper pointed out, and is in 
a position to make a sound 
judgment whether he wishes to 
produce and sell that amount, 
with price support, or to have 
no production controls and no 
price support. Cooper noted al 
so the 3c increase price sup¬ 
port announced recently for the 
1971 crop, and said he had been 
informed by the Department 
of Agriculture that price sup¬ 
port levels under poundage

April 20 — Sunday morning, 

^ son Greg and I fished in Elk 
Fork—the first time in two 
years. The sun was well up and 
warm when we left home—too 
late in the day, really, for the 
fish to be hitting. But the 
warm sun and the redbud and 
service trees a-bloom on the 
hillsides convinced us the trip 
would be worthwhile whether 
the fish were hitting or not. 

We found the creek low and 
clear for this time of year. Alt¬ 
er digging a bucket of mud 
eels for bait, we re-traced our 
steps back downstream to a 
well-remembered hole which in 
the past had proved productive. 

As we rigged our rods, a 
mourning dove cooed from a 
hillside nearby .Its melancholy 
notes drifted down to us on a 
slight breeze which refreshed 
but scarcely rippled the water, 
a reminder of other pleasurable 
hours spent at the same spot. 
The only other sound we no¬ 
ticed was made by a flock of 
blackbirds scratching in a new¬ 
ly plowed field just upstream. 

We lingered there for a good 
while to enjoy the morning, 
the companionship, and to sa¬ 
vor our discovery that the bass 
released in Elk Fork last sum¬ 
mer by the Morgan County 
Sportsmans Club and the Slate i 
Department of Fish and Wild-1 
life had survived. We didn't; 
catch any. They weren't hit-1 
ting. But we saw at least 20 
bass ranging in size from six 
or seven inches to 12 or 13 
inches. I 

In addition, we saw count¬ 
less sunfish, small minnow.s, 
tadpoles, and bugs, a sure sign 
of a healthy stream. 

Veteran bass fishermen say 
that not too many years ago, 
Elk Fork was one of the most 
productive bass streams in the 
area. Catches of three- and four- 
pound bass were not uncom¬ 
mon, they say. 

Rotenone and ignorance put 
an end to that. 

But the stream survived. 
When we commenced fishing 
Elk Fork in the late 1950's 
lishing had picked up. A buck -1 
et of mud eels on a spring 
morning frequently yielded a 
stringer of 10- and 11-inch bass 
and usually a scad of sunfish 
and redeyes. 

In 1968. the stream was real¬ 
ly on the mend. That year, this 
scribe seldom went further 
than one particular shady hole 
which was chock full of bass, 
of which we caught a few now 
and again. 

A 15-mile fish kill caused by 
escaping wastes from a small 
strip mine on the headwaters 
ended that. 

As a result of last year’s re¬ 
stocking, a lot of folks can 
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once again enjoy a lot of good 
angling in Elk Fork, and 
(judging from the number of 
bass we saw on our trip Sun¬ 
day) for a long while to come. 
We hope.

The battle by conservation¬ 
ists to preserve East Kentucky’s 
scenic Red River Gorge is near¬ 
ly over. Like most all contro¬ 
versies within the American 
political system, it’s ending in 
a compromise. 

A dam will be built. But it 
will be located at a downstream 
site which will preserve most 
of the scenic gorge area and 
at. the same time provide flood 
protection and a water supply 
for residents downstream. 

More skirmishing can be ex 
peeted. Conservationists should 
and probably will continue to 
press for a lower pool level than 
that recommended recently by 
the U.S. Corps of Engineers. 
But the major battle is over. 
The conservationists have won. 

Like many others who are 
acquainted with the Red River 
Gorge, we would have preferred 
no dam. Damage from floods 
could have been checked by 
other methods. The need for a 
water supply is questionable. 

Nonetheless, we’re gratified at 
the outcome, for the battle to 
save the gorge was born on the 
editorial page of this news¬ 
paper. 

It was this newspaper which 
first published news stories 
calling attention to the fact that 
no public hearings were held 
in the area to allow opponents 
of the dam to be heard, and 
that the original decision to dam 
the Red River Gorge was made 
by Congress on the basis of in¬ 
formation supplied solely by 
the Army Corps of Engineers— 
hardly a disinterested party. 

Later, other, more prestigi¬ 
ous, voices took up the cause, 
among them the Sierra Club, 
the Louisville Courier-Journal. 
U.S. Senator John Sherman 
Cooper, who eventually engin¬ 
eered the compromise agree¬ 
ment, and last, but not least, 
Kentucky Governor Louie B. 
Nunn, who sided with the con¬ 
servationists after a secret trip 
to view the gorge firsthand. 

There were many others. But 
the man who started it all was 
Harold Barber of West Liberty, 
a skilled wildlife specialist who 
throughout the long controver¬ 
sy worked quietly and diligent¬ 
ly behind the scenes to provide 
concerned people with factual 
information about the gorge, 
its flora and fauna. Thoroughly 
dedicated to the principles of 
responsible conservation and 
well acquainted with the unique 
characteristics of the Red River 
Gorge area, it was he who five 


years ago proposed the first 
editorial to appear in this news¬ 
paper advocating preservation 
of the gorge. 

It was no small undertaking 
that Mr. Barber proposed. But 
slowly and surely, as the con¬ 
troversy developed and more 
information on the subject was 
made available in the press, an 
informed and determined seg 
merit of the public, working I 
within the political sytseni, ac-1 
complishcd what scoffers at ! 
first declared was impassible. I 
| Their success in forcing a com | 
j promise on the Red River dam 
'ssue constitutes an unprece- 
| -Tented and momentous victory 
for the conservationists in Ken¬ 
tucky and America. No longer 
will the Army Corps of Engin 
eers—with the blessings of an 
unquestioning and acquiesing 
Congress—be permitted to build 
unneeded dams when and where 
THEY choose. Hereafter, the 
voice of responsible conserva¬ 
tionists will be heeded. 


Disciples of Christ 
Urge Anti-Strip Mine 
Laws For Kentucky 


COVINGTON, Ky. — Dele¬ 
gates of the Christian Church 
(Disciples of Christ) conclud¬ 
ed a three-day assembly here 
with resolutions calling for 
new anti-strip mining laws 
and condemning “hypocritical” 
attitudes toward drug use. 

This 5.000 delegates gave 
near-unanimous approval to a 
measure condemning adults 
for imbibing alcohol, and criti¬ 
cized the “hypocrisy of adults” 
who continue to drink while 
'■simultaneously condemn¬ 
ing youth’s use of drugs. 

The group called on its 
ministers to ‘‘give as much tims 
to publicizing the problems 
associated with alcohol abuse 
as they give to other drug- 
associated problems.” 

Strip mining laws in Ken¬ 
tucky eeemingly have not been 
“uniformingly enforced and 
doubt has been raised concern¬ 
ing their effectiveness,” the 
convention maintained 

T'hey pleaded for strict en¬ 
forcement and new legislation 
“to eliminate strip mining In 
any area where it permanently 
alters the ecological founda¬ 
tion or geographic structure.”
